Fire Works and Music Make the Time 


L V;Iy. 
Large Attendance. Spsech 


from the Balcony. Local Topics 


Discussed by His Excellency. 


Governor Grcenhalge arrived in town 


yesterday noon and wos the gaest of his 
old friend, Col. John Braeewcll. Atabout 
7 o'clock in the evening Clapp's band 
went to Wall street and rendered a ftw 
selections in front of Col. Bracewell's 
residence, while the neighborhoad was il- 
luminated by the discharge of Roman 
candles. A little later the band moved 
down town preceding an open carriage 
drawn by a pair of handsome grays, 
and in which were seated Governor Green- 
halge, Col. Bracewell and Col. Plympton 
oi'the state Republican committee, who 
is traveling with the governor this week. 
A company of young men walked ahead 
of the band discharging fireworks all the 
way and the walks were filled by a con- 
course such as music and fireworks com- 
bined never fail to assemble. When Main 
street was reached red and green fire 
added brilliancy to the scene and there 
was a considerable display of fireworks 
in front of the Wilson, where the people 
were gathered in large numbers' tor the 
reception and rally.

THE EECOBD UNALTERABLE. 


My friends, I thank you oa this occasion 


because the manhood and womanhood 
seems to have accorded the tribute of 
honest endeavor to the magistrate who 
stands before you. Above all illiberal 
feeling and narrow prejudicesjb the feel- 
ing that the sovereignty of Massachusetts 
is ths highest ideal that he should follow 
and serve, and EO declaration or speech, 
no promii.es in platforms, can make the 
record for the past two years.

It is one of those 
things which mark a distinct advance in 
the li-'e of ihe commoiweaHh.

crow; I am not boasting tonight of party 
work, bat I may bo permitted to say that 
whlli Republicans sad Democrats and 
everybody el&e go ii for tint sort of work, 
ifilhadbeei a iuilure the Repu^l cai 
pirty might have been hclj accountable, 
and therefore I may tike it as one of th.3

The 
Democratic platform speaks in favor of 
good roads. Who objects ? I am looking 
for things on which we agree, not for 
things on which wo disagree. And so 
upon other matters of public concern ot' 
this sort we find that in the common- 
wealth there is a sort of agreement of 
good-fellowship. 


CATO WOULD AOBEB. 


•I do not propose to enter into any elab- 


orate discussion of political questions. I 
sometimes question whether the governor 
ought to appear as the advocate of any 
partisan, principles, and that work had 
perhaps better be left to others. It is not 
as if a new man were coming to you. I 
have held the office for nearly two years 
and the record is there. It cannot be can- 
celled or altered, and while I am prepared 
to take upon myself any responsibility, at 
the same time I say that statements and 
declarations, pronounciamentos and plat- 
forms are not half so good and significant 
as the plain record of events which is 
spread before every citizen of Massachu- 
setts. 
Nor do I appeal for any per- 


son's support. I simply say it would be 
the highest gratification to me if without 
any personal preferences, the 
otficial 


course which is before you could be ap- 
proved. That is an honor with which I 
am sure the spirit of Cato would not disa- 
gree, and I confess that to myself the ap- 
probation of the people of Massachusetts 
upon actions and not upon declarations 
would be the most flattering tribute, the 
most encouraging thing which could come 
to me in my public life. My friends, I 
thank you tor the attention which you 
have given me, and disregarding the op- 
portunity which is aiforded me of making 
a speech of a partisan character, I shall 
leave that ta your own consideration and

At last Mr. Chippendale asked 
why the TRANSCRIPT expected to have 
more news than other papers concerning 
the matter in question and was told if the 
TRANSCRIPT through superior enterprise 
asked such questions as the one just asked 
him it expected to get answers and so 
have the more news and for that reason 
the question was put. "Well," said Mr. 
Chippendale, "it won't be answered,"and 
the reporter left. 


Dr. F. D. Stafford, chairman of the 


board of health was seen by tbe reporter, 
subsequent to the visit with Mr. Chippen- 
dale. Mr. Stafford was told Mr. Chippen- 
dale refused to answer the question con- 
cerning the Notch out-house and was 
asked if he cared to reply toil. The doc- 
tor said he did not know if an order had 
been sent to the school committee. He said 
the matter had been talked over at a 
recent meeting of the board. Then he 
explained. He said: "It is just like this, 
the TRANSCRIPT will get no more news 
pro or con about the board's doings, and 
that is for natural reasons." 
The doctor 


went on to say that the TRANSCRIPT v, as 
actuated in the health question purely 
through a desire to stftl copies of the 
paper and not for any interest it had in 
the public health. He caid if- tbe TRAN- 
SCRIPT considered that whatever gain it 
would get at the present time by its pres- 
ent policy was considered by itx^o be 
equal to the steady gam it would receive 
in years from another policy it could con- 
tinue.

SOME COUNCILOR TRUTHS. 


The TBANSCBIPT feels that it can give 


•ome definite information regarding the 
councilor situation in its present status. 
Our information is received from a Frank- 
lin county man who is in a position to 
know. 


Ihe situation has cleared up within a 


few days and may be stated now with 
considerable positiveness as to Tranklin 
county. 
The Greenfield delegation will 


support Colonel Lakin. It has voted to 
do so, and if it can contribute thereby to 
his nomination it will be satisfied. The 
same course will be taken by many dele- 
gates, probably the majority, from Frank- 
lin county as a whole. It is a genuine 
support and based on the belief held in 
Franklin that Mr. Lakin is entitled to the 
nomination as the candidate of the one 
senatorial district out of the five compris- 
ing the councilor district which has not 
had representation in the council. If 
Colonel Lakiu's nomination is not secured, 
the Greenfield delegates, and presumably 
those from the county, will turn to Mr. 
Cutler. 


As to Mr. Cutler's position, he would 


like the nomination and his friends here, 
which means every Greenfield Republi- 


can, 
would be glad to see him have it. 


He has not entered the field as a candidate 
because of the disposition to recognize the 
second Hampden's claims. He is, how- 
ever, the man whom Franklin people will 
unite upon in the event of Colonel Lakin's 
failure to be nominated. 


As to Colonel Lakin and Mr. Kneil, the 


Lakin men feel thatKneil has been quietly 
working for the defeat of his iellow- 
townsman. There has been good reason 
for this feeling, it is said, because Mr. 
Kneil is anxious to keep the roa'l clear for 
his congressional march. And he feels 
that Lakin's election would be something 
of an impediment.

The Bath Is Valuable, but There Arc Many 


Necessary Accessories. 


While all baths are good for the skin, 


except iu certain peculiar cases, the hot 
bath has advantages over the cold ill 
that it opens the pores and thus encour- 
ages the escape of matter that would oth 
erwise clog the system and impair the 
general health. When only one bath a 
day is possible, it that must be cold, it 
should be preceded by a sponging from 
head to foot iu warm water. 


Valuable accompaniments to the bath 


are the bags of bran, oatmeal or almonc 
ineal sold by druggists. A little borax 
or ammonia added to. the water is ex- 
cellent for people with greasy skins. A 
bathing glove of Turkish toweling may 
lie used by those who prefer this to a 
sponge or wash cloth. Hard rubbing 
with a rougli towel after the bath as- 
sists the action of the skin. 


The woman who desires a good com 


plexiou must wash her face carefully. 
If soap is used, it must be of the best, 
and every particle of it must be rinsec 
off bef oro drying the face, t^so the hands 
or a soft clolh or sponge, and except in 
rare cases, do not wash the face more 
than once a clay. 


Water oloue will not thoroughly 


cleanse the skin. If the face is gently 
but thoroughly rubbed with cold cream 
and then wiped off with a flannel, the 
grime that will be coaxed from the pores 
will give mute evidence to the truth o! 
the statement. This process should be 
gone through at least once a week. 


In every city there nre establishments 


for facial steaming and massage, where 
better results are possible than can be 
obtained at home. 
Still, even home 


treatment is preferable to neglect, ant 
if a woman possesses a face eteamer she 
can manage very-well. Lacking this she 
must improvise a steamer. 


There are two ways of doing this a 


home. 
One way is to set a teakettle of 


boiling water over a strong alcohol lamp 
and then insert a wide taouthed funne 
in tho spont. As the water boils the 
steam will pour from the funnel into 
the patient's face. She should oover her 
head with a sunbonuet shaped construe 
tion of stiff brown paper. 


Another way of steaming is to hold the 


face above a basiu of boiling water, 
throwing over the head a large towel 
that will hang down on all sides and 
prevent the escape of the steam. With 
either method the steaming must ha kept 
up until the pores are opened, and the 
perspiration flows freely.

If there is much 
pink, purple, lavender or green, in the 
goods, strong, cold alum water is the 
best. Fov reds, yellows, browns and 
the like use about one ounce of sugar 
of lead to a gallon of water. For black 
and white combinations dissolve two 
handfuls of salt in a tub of cold water. 
Then wash hastily through want bran 
•water, rinse twice, blue if the colors re- 
quire bluing, wring, starch on the1 wrong 
side with well made, smooth starch and 
hang in a breezy but not sunny place. 


How to Make Kechanffe of FlBU, 


Take cold boiled fish of any kind, 2 


tablespoonf nls of butter, a cup of bread 
crumbs, 3 eggs beaten slightly, 2 table- 
spoonfuls of milk, a teaspoonfnl of an- 
chovy paste, pepper and cayenne. Put 
the fish, cut fine, into the chafing pan 
with butter, and when well melted add 
the bread crumbs, milk, eggs, anchovy 
paste, pepper and cayenne. Stir constant- 
ly and let simmer for five minutes. 


Bow to Make the Best Lemonade. 
For a quart take the juice of three 


lemons, using the rind of one. Peel the 
rind very thin, getting just tha yellow 
outside. Cut this into pieces and put 
with the juice and powdered sugar, of 
which use 2 ounces to the quart, in a jug 
or jar with a cover. When the water is 
just at the tea point, pour it over the 
lemon and sugar, cover at once and let 
it get cold.

How to Preserve Seaweed. 


The seaweed must first be cleaned in 


fresh water and then placed in a platter 
also containing fresh water. Take a 
pieco of stiff drawing paper and slip it 
vmder the seaweed, which may then be 
arranged in its most attractive form. 
Allow the water to run off and put the 
sheet with the seaweed upon some leaves 
of blotting paper, and over this, directly 
in contact with the specimen, place a 
bit of muslin or a sheet of waxed paper 
and then some more blotting paper and 
a heavy weight. 


After 24 hours the blotting paper and 


nraslin may be removed. Then do as be- 
fore, using dry blotting paper and mns- 
lin, and continue until the seaweed is 
perfectly dry, when it will look like a 
bit of delicate painting. 


How to Get Bid of Red Ants. 


An effective recipe for ridding a store- 


room of a, plague of red ants is to dis- 
solve a lump of camphor in spirits of 
wine, add hot water and wash the in- 
fested places with the mixture. 
Lumps 


of camphor tied in white paper and left 
on the closet shelves will also be of as- 
sistance in driving off the persevering 
ants.

Since 
that time and up to about six months 
ago he had not been very active in Vir- 
ginia politics But recently he had formed 
a combination with the PopulUta aud was 
preparing to fight tho Democrats in the 
approaching campaign on tho issues in- 
volved when stricken with paralysis. 


General Mahono has always been a man 


of indomitable will, of tiieless energy, 
with a natural propensity for domineering 
his political associates and subordinates. 
To this trait of his character may bo at- 
tributed tho disastrous defeat which ho 
sustained in 18S8. From the inception of 
1ho readjuster movement down to Ma- 
hone s overthrow, Virginia politics wero 
marked by abitterness ami intensity rarely 
cqnalk d and never exceeded in the history 
of the state.

richest men iu Virginia, but for the last 
fe\v months had been virtually a pensioner 
upon the generosity of one of his old asso- 
ciates.

Remarkable Statements In a 


"Private" Pamphlet 


In Which the Integrity of Americans Is Placed 


In a Questionable Light 


NEW YonK, Ost. 9.—The London corre- 


spondent of Tho ^Yorld sent the following 
copyrighted cablegram, which appears in 
today's issue of that paper: 


An extraordinary and in many respects 


unprecedented publication by a British or 
other high diplomat has been quietly but 
amazedly discussed the past few days 
among the foreign representatives to the 
court of St. James and in higher official 
and social circles of London.

Lord Suckville, who, as Sir Lionel S vck- 
vllie-West, K. C. M. G., was the English 
minister to Washington for the period 
named.

Cleveland, almost on tho eve of the cloc- 
llon of. IStffi, sent Sir Lionel his passports, 
because ot a letter written by him to a-.i 
alleged Englishman in California com- 
menting upon the approaching election.

A Queer Yarn, 


Secretary Freliughuysen, he says, de- 


clined to take any step officially, but sent 
him to General Sherman.
